PoJMIeal Matters. 
T rcckee, October 14th.—'The lsrcrest po­ 
litical meeting held here for years is assem­ 
bled to-night. 
Hurd's Hall is densely 
packed, and the enthusiasm is unbounded. 
The Garfield snd Arthur Glee Club, by their 
campaign songs, bring down the house. Hon. 
H. F. Page has just concluded speaking. His 
speech lasted one hour and a half, and was 
listened to with the closest attention by 
Democrats and Republicans alike. 
His 
points, made in rapid succession, elicited 
enthusiastic applause. Page’s most ardent 
admirers are astonished at the brilliancy ot 
his speech. Many of his most active sup­ 
porters here are Democrats. H. P. Van 
Duzer is now speaking, and his remarks are 
arousing the enthusiasm of the audience still 
higher. The Republicans are all jubilant, 
and a favorable report may lie expected from 
here on the 2d of next month. 
San J ose, O.-tober 14th.—On less than 
twenty-four hours' notice, the Republican 
County Committee to-night brought out the 
finest torchlight display of the campaign. 
The Republican political organizations all 
wheeled into line, and citizens who were 
gratified at the result of the elections in Ohio 
and Indiana shouldered torches and joined 
the procession. Over 500 torches were issued, 
and were carried by os many bearers. 
At the close of the general parade the Gar­ 
field Fifty serenaded Judge Belden, who de­ 
livered an address in response to their call. 
The parade was the finest local affair ever 
seen in this city. At 11 P. M, it was still un­ 
finished. 
M odesto, Octolrer 14th.—A grand R epub­ 
lican rally at Modesto is now being addressed 
by Hon. G. F. Baker and Col. R. B. Treat. 
Bells are ringing, cannons firing, bonfires 
burniDg, and the Republicans are wild with 
excitement over the grand result in Ohio and 
Indiana, and the Democrats are despondent. 
Salinas, October 14th.—R. F. Del Valle 
and Wallace Leach addressed a Democratic 
meeting here last night. There was a good 
attendance, but cot much enthusiasm was 
manifested, as the local Democracy was feel­ 
ing very despondent over the news of the 
Republican victories in Ohio and Indiana. 
Henry Edgerton will speak hero to-monow 
night, and which will doubtless be the grand­ 
est Republican demonstration of the cam­ 
paign in Monterey county. There is to be a 
big torchlight procession of Garfield and 
Arthur clubs in uniform, grand pyrotechnic 
display and other interesting features. 
Stockton, October 14th.—The Republi­ 
cans, upon receipt of confirmatory news from 
Indiana to-night, started a boom in front of 
the Republican headquarters. A bonfire was 
built, and 320 guns fired ir. honor of the event. 
Aubcbn, October 14th.—The Republicans 
here are jubilant over the political news from 
Ohio and Indiana, and are tiring one hundred 
guns in honor of their victory. Fireworks 
are being sent np, and a general time of re­ 
joicing prevails. 
P etaluma, October 14th.—While W. T. 
Wallace is addressing an audit ncc of some 
400 at the theater and trying to convince 
them that the Democrats saved the Union, 
and that why United States bonds ap­ 
preciated in value was because that party is 
in power, the Republicans, a I preciating ths 
victory in Ohio and Indiana, are firing a 
salute of fifty guns. 
S anta R osa, O c ober 14th.—Paul N ew ­ 
man and W. B. May addressed an enthusi­ 
astic crowd of Republicans in the Court­ 
house to-night. Anvils were fired, and the 
brass band was in attendance.

He Makes a Speech Intended for Purely 
Southern Consumption. 
C o n e e d rit X R oads (wich it in the 
State of Kentucky), August 27, 1880.—I 
sigh ez did the late Henry A. Wise nv Vir- 
ginny, for a kentry in which ther ain’t no 
noospapers. Noospapers hev bin the cusa 
uv dimocrisy, and the one thing that stands 
in onr way. Noospapers and free akools 
are wat kills the dimecratic party. They 
can’t git along together nohow. W at tl. • • 
dimocrisy wants in a scckshun in wich 
ther ain’t no noospapers, ceptin them which 
is publisht by authority, and whose con­ 
tense are soopervised by a committy before 
pnblicaahen. 
Two weeks ago we hed a meeting at the 
Gross Roads, to reconsile a difference that 
hed onfortoonately sprung up in the ranks 
uv the dimocrisy. The trouble wuz this : 
The Corners hed ishood its bonds to 
build a court house aud a markit house and 
other improvements, wich Bascom hed 
took, he being the principle capitalist. He 
hot em np at about ten cents on the dollar, 
and holds to en: to-day. 
Now comes the trouble. The citizens 
uv the Corners don’t want to pay the bonds 
at all. They hold that they hev the bild- 
iugs, but that ther is some legal flaw in tho 
contrack, wich don’t compel cm to pay, 
and they perpose to take advantige uv it. 
Immejitly ther v. uz a split among the 
citizens. Them wich holds the bonds in­ 
sists that suthing should he paid onto eni, 
and them wich don’t hold em, but wich 
have to pay taxes, insists that they shan't 
pay anything. 
The question hez gone into politix, aud 
the result is two tikkets liable to be nomi­ 
nated, and the dimekratik pr.rty divided. 
It was my duty to pervent this, and I 
called the Corners together aud made a 
speech to em. I hed tho meeting houso 
dekorated the same ez I always do on im­ 
portant occasions. I lied on the pulpit the 
fckulls uv the fedrel soljers from Bull Run, 
the thigh-bone uv the fedrel soljer starved 
at Andereonville, and the skeleton uv the 
nigger killed at Fort Filler. 
“ Friends,” sed I, “ in the presence uv 
these rcliks I implore you to pause. W at 
is bonds, wat is taxes, compared to a Dim- 
ekratic triumf? Yoo are quarrelin over 
purely lokle ishoos.

That feend took 
down in short-hand my entire speech, and 
he sent it to his paper in Injeany and pub­ 
lished it in full, with illustrashuns uv the 
bones uv the fedrel soljers, and everything 
connectid with the meetin. And the Ite- 
publikin press nv the North is usin it to 
show that the old rebel sperit ain’t ded 
yit.This is what bothers me. W hat right 
hez that man to send a speech North that 
wuz intended solely for the South. 
I didn't want that speech publisht in In­ 
jeany. It was intendid for Southern con- 
sumpshen only. It wuz made for the Cor­ 
ners and for the Comers only. It is a 
trubble with Dimocrisy, that you hev to 
hev speeches for every different lokality. 
Ef I make a speech at the Corners I don’t 
want it sent up into Injeany or Ohio and 
red there, for dimocrisy at the Corners and 
dimocrisy in the North is two distinck 
things.

W hen they are fully o p to the 
standard they are said to be a t par w ith 
gold. 
W hen they depreciate their decline 
in value is m easured by th e gold standard. 
To dem onetize gold, th a t is, to drive it out 
of circulation, nothing more is necessary 
th an to introduce an inferior currency. The 
in stan t this is done th e inferior currency 
takes the plaeeof gold in all transactions, and 
gold, being more valuable th an the current 
money, is exported, or hoarded, or employed 
in th e arts. 
T he sam e is tru e of silver. 
I t 
also 
can 
be 
dem onetized 
by 
an inferior currency, or, which am ounts to 
th e sam e thing, 
by 
m aking it (when 
coined) w orth more th an its face value. 
T his is h :w silver came to be dem onet­ 
ized in the U nited States. 
The old dollar 
w as w orth m ore than its face. 
The result 
w as th a t it w ent out of circulation. 
I t 
had been out of circulation for tw enty 
years when Congress undertook to revise 
th e coinage lawB, and as tho silver dollar 
had long been 
disused, 
it was d eter­ 
m ined 
to drop 
it from 
th e coinage. 
N o law ever 
was 
passed 
prohibiting 
th e paym ent of debts w ith the old silver 
dollars. 
T h at is an im agination of the 
G reenbackera, of a piece w ith their general 
know ledge of tiuance. The demonetization 
of silver was caused by th e fact th a t the 
dollar had come to ho w orth more than its 
face value. 
I t was therefore th ru st ou t of 
circulation by th e inferior currency, just 
as gold w ould bo if the G reenbackers 
should ever foist th eir fiat mouey upon 
th e country. 
T he.history of th e BO-called 
dem onetization of silver is in fact a con­ 
vincing proof of the universality of the 
law of G resham , th a t a supeiior currency 
is 
alw ays 
driven 
ou t 
by an inferior 
one. 
The 
G reenbackers, who 
do 
not 
understand 
their 
own 
propositions, 
declare them selves opposed to the demon­ 
etization of gold in one plank of their 
platform , and in another they dem and the 
dem onetization of gold. 
F or th eir propo­ 
sition to su b stitu te fiat paper for the 
present redeem able currency of the country 
necessarily involves th e driving out and 
consequent dem onetization of gold, and 
no other result could possibly (low from 
it. 
T h at 
th e 
G reenbackers 
do 
not 
know 
w hat 
th ey 
are 
talking 
about 
has been m anifest from th e beginning, 
and it is therefore not surprising th a t they 
should be ignorant of th e contradictions 
th ey have put in th eir platform . 
I t is, 
however, all th e more preposterous th at 
these persons should undertake to catc- 
chizo candidates, t i l l should pu t them ­ 
selves forw ard as w hat th ey are pleased to 
denom inate “ currency reform ers.” 
I t is 
nevertheless true th a t if they had m as­ 
tered the alphabet of finance th ey could 
not have been G reenbackers, and perhaps 
th is suUicicntly explains their'position.

S tates will a t least reveal to the country the 
e x te n t of the Republican vote which has 
been suppressed in th a t region, and thns 
emphasize th e iniquity and 
danger of 
Southern suprem acy. 
W e believe th a t 
th is Southern canvass m ight have beca 
undertaken advantageously some tim e ago, 
though certainly the experience of General 
W eaver in Alabam a and A rkansas was not 
such as to facilitate th e securing of Repub­ 
lican speakers for so forlorn a hope.

H a l these people been 
sagacious they would have argued from 
G eneral Garfield's standing in his own 
S tate, and from his public course, th a t 
such attacks were infelicitious, b u t they 
are a kind of folks who, living in glass 
houses, y et are alw ays throw ing stouts, 
and eo they could n ot read tho signs of the 
tim es.

and Toombs and 
P erry and the Southern press have con­ 
vinced th e N orth th a t th e principles for 
which Lee and Jackson fought are in fact 
again in issue, and th a t it is necessary 
to 
settle 
these 
questions 
once 
more, 
and it is to be hoped for the last tim e. 
T he Dem ocrats have them selves to blam e 
for this situation. 
T hey im ported section­ 
alism into the canvass. They sot th e South 
apart as though it were an independent 
territory, and declared th a t throughout 
th a t region there should be no freedom of 
discussion or of voting. 
T hey undertook 
to stifle and suppress the entire Republican 
vote of the South. 
They acknowledged 
th e leadership of those Southern men who 
had identified them selves w ith opposition 
to the constitutional am endm ents. 
They 
placed their dependence upon ballot-box 
stuffing, false counts, and bulldozing. 
B ut 
in so doing they issued a challenge to the 
N orth which it was compelled to take up, 
and w hich it is m eeting now to th eir dis­ 
com fiture. 
The D em ocratic party has ever 
since th e rebellion failed by proceeding

devices. 
The 
nom ination 
of 
G reeley 
was 
th e 
first 
blunder 
it 
made. 
I t 
then 
imagined 
th a t 
it 
was 
possible 
to 
deceive 
the 
N orth by choosing as its candidate a 
m an who had been a loyal Republican. 
The collapse of the experim ent, however, 
did not teach th e party wisdom. 
In nom ­ 
inating H ancock it attem pted to play the 
old trick over again, and th ought this 
feasible m erely because th ere was a slight 
change in the arrangem ents. 
T his tim e it 
took a Union Boldier for its figure head, 
h u t it had not sagacity to perceive th a t 
G eneral H ancock's m ilitary record could 
not affect the fact th a t th e South had been 
m ade solid by fraud. 
I t could not see 
th a t it signified nothing who was nom i­ 
nated, so long as tho only hope of w inning 
lay in the system atic violation of th e fran­ 
chise. 
This fact, 
th a t no Dem ocratic 
candidate could at th e present tim e be 
law fully elected, 
never occurred to the 
Democratic leaders. 
They w ent on the 
assum ption th a t the solid South would be 
accepted 
as a legitim ate condition 
of 
things, and th a t it would cu t no figure in 
th e canvass. 


T he folly and blindness of th e Democ­ 
racy have been exhibited a t every turn. 
T heir speakers aud w riters have not been 
able to see th a t th e stealing of the South­ 
ern electoral vote was th e one dom inant 
issue in the cam paign. 
T hey have con­ 
fined them selves to scurrilous and silly 
personal attacks upon Garfield, save when 
they have been engaged in explaining th e 
unseasonable candor of th eir Southern 
allies. 
The tru th is th a t th e p arty has be­ 
come so dem oralized as no longer to be 
capable of perceiving w hat constitutes even 
th e semblance of decency and propriety. 
I t has passed over th e m ethods by which 
the South was made solid as though they 
were too insignificant to need defense cr 
explanation. 
Its conduct in M aine last 
year proved th a t it has no regard w hatever 
for the sanctity of th e franchise, b u t it 
ought to have been shrew d enough at least 
to conceal its contem pt for free in stitu ­ 
tions. 
I t has how ever m ade no conceal­ 
m ent of its entire willingness to owe the 
control of th e G overnm ent to force and 
fraud, and as if to emphasize its disregard 
of honesty, it has in th e teeth of its own 
official platform everyw here sought to ally 
itself w ith repudiators and advocates of 
crazy financial schemes. 
A nd now the 
n atural consequences of such a course are 
beginning to show them selves. 
Ohio and 
Indiana indicate the d rift of opinion u n ­ 
m istakably. The D em ocrats m ade the most 
desperate efforts in Indiana, y et they have 
been com pletely routed th eie. 
They can­ 
not m ake such ai other fight th is year, 
and the defeat of th e party is assured. All 
their pretenses of public spirit, all their 
assaults upon Garfield, have failed to con­ 
vince the N orthern people th a t a party 
which begins by tram pling down th e ballot 
in fourteen S tates can be tru sted w ith the 
control 
of 
the 
G overnm ent. 
They 
thought to win by m aking tho 
South 
solid, 
and 
their 
m ain 
reliance 
will 
bo th e prim e cause of th eir overthrow . 
Aud this is as it should be, if th e Union 
is to he preserved. 
I t w ould be idle to 
hopo for th a t if any party were perm itted 
to destroy the freedom cf th e franchise in 
any p art of th e country. 
T he first recog. 
nition of such a right, th e first national 
indorsem ent of such an outrage, would be 
th e signal for anarchy and dissolution. 
T he Democrats have never cared for free 
dom. 
They have never respected tho bal­ 
lot save as it could be m ade to m inister 
to their designs. 
They have alw ays been 
th e party of election frauds and false 
counts. 
They have alw ays been willing to 
disfranchise their opponents. 
And this 
the country will not euffer. 
T here m ust 
be everyw here a free ballot, a full vote, 
and a fair count, and to secure these iu 
disjiensable conditions of republican gov­ 
ernm ent th e N orth will be found solid 
next m onth, to very m uch more purpose 
than tho South is to-day.

W hen Mr. Glascock was p u t in nom ina­ 
tion he subscribed to tho G reenback p lat­ 
form, among the w onderful propositions 
of which are to bo found tw o resolutions, 
one opposing the dem onetization of “ gold, 
“ silver and greenbacks,” and another de­ 
m anding the dem onetization ot gold. 
In 
his speech here the other evening, how ­ 
ever, Mr. G ’ascock m ade it apparent th a t 
lie liad changed his m ind, and th a t he liad 
invented a financial policy of his own. Ho 
now declares th a t he is iu favor of tho 
demonetization of the greenbacks, while 
he is still in favor of paying off the bonds 
w ith w hatever coin there may be in the 
Treasury. 
A littlo explanation will show 
th a t Mr. Glascock’s uow theory is even 
more rem arkable than th a t of the G reen­ 
backers. 
The latter desire to pay away 
all the coin in the Treasury, aud to sub­ 
stitu te fiat money, th a t is to say, irre­ 
deemable paper, for tho present mixed 
circulation of greenbacks, national bank 
notes and coin. 
This is bad enough ; in 
fact, n n til M r. Glascock spoke we should 


have been disposed to say th a t nothing 
could w ell be worse. 
He, however, has 
contrived to go a step beyond his teach­ 
ers, and deserves all th e honor of originat­ 
ing th e m ost impossible financial policy 
h itherto advanced. 
F or he proposes in the 
first place to dem onetize greenbacks, and 
in th e second place 
to 
dissipate 
the 
coin reserves of the T reasury. The result of 
these m easures would be to leave the 
country w ithout any circulating m edium 
a t all. 
M r. Glascock has not deigned to 
develop his notable scheme so far as to 
show how he c-xpects business to be carried 
on under his theory, and perhaps it was as 
well for himself th a t he confined his ob­ 
servations to the outlines of th e scheme. 
H e appears to th in k it possible to pay off 
the bonds w ithout first p u ttin g money into 
the treasury. 
The G reenbackers wish, on 
th eir part, to pay off th e bonds w ithout 
giving value for them . 
I t m ay be said 
th a t here is a distinction w ithout a differ­ 
ence, b u t th e G reenbackers a t least pro­ 
pose to pay over som ething w hich is to 
pretend to represent value, whereas Mr. 
Glascock w ould seemingly eschew even 
the pretense. 
As 
a financier we are 
obliged to say th a t M r. Glascock is not a 
success. 
I t is in fact evident th a t his 
ideas upon th a t subject are even hazier 
thau those of the average Grcenbacker, 
and th a t is saying a great deal. 
H e has 
m ade an atte m p t to dovetail a hard and 
soft money policy together, and as such a 
union is in th e nature of things as impos­ 
sible as a m arriage betw een fire and w ater, 
he has m iserably failed, and m ade himself 
ridiculous.

He .-ays he has found th at We have 
three are more climates on this c iast, effect­ 
ing disttnct sections aud fc-ving little relation 
to each other, and th at the probabilities can­ 
not be closely cast at W ashington for the 
State at large, but should be ascertained by 
a central station, to be located in this State, 
1 1 which all the coast reports should be sent 
instead of to the W ashington station.

coast, valley and mountain climates here can 
he better registered at a central station here, 
th at lie will, on bis return to W ashington, 
recommend the establishm ent of a branch 
centra! office on this coast.

graded class a t Twentieth and () streets, but 
<ud-red more seats and desks pi the Sixteenth 
and X streets building. 
A fter some formal 
orders the Board adjourned.

I have ju st seen your dispatch from San 
Francisco, in S aturday’s Evening Poet, 
about ‘‘Gold in Solution” in the Calistoga 
Springs, Cal., and about th e proprietor’s 
having “ extracted 5>1,C60 in gold of the 
utm ost fintness from ten barrels of the 
w ater" during the past fortnjght by a pro­ 
cess only know n to himself. 
T his will 
surprise m any of your readers, b u t it does 
not surprise me, lor I ouce owned those 
springs myself. 
W hat does surprise me, 
however, is the falling off in the richness 
of th e w ater. 
In my tim e the yield was 
t'l a dipperful. 
I am not saying this to 
injure the property in case a sale is con­ 
tem plated ; I am only saying it in the in ­ 
terest of history. 
I t m ay be th a t this 
hotel proprietor’s process is an inferior 
one—yes, th a t m ay be the fault. 
Mine 
was to take m y uneie— I had an extra 
uncle a t th a t tim e, on account of his p a­ 
rents dying and leaving him on m y hands— 
and till him up, aud let him Btaud fifteen 
m inutes to give the w ater a chance to set­ 
tle well, then insert him in an exhausted 
receiver, which had th e effect of sucking 
out the gold through his pores. 
I have 
taken more than 811,000 ont of th a t old 
man in a day and a half. 
I should have 
held on to those springs bu t for the bad­ 
ness of the roads and the difficulty of g e t­ 
ting the gold to' m arket. 
I consider th a t 
gold-bearing w ater in many respects re­ 
m arkable, and yet not more rem arkable 
th an the gold-bearing air of C atgut C an­ 
yon, up there tow ard the head of the a u ­ 
riferous range. 
T his air—or this wind, for 
it is a kind of a trade w ind which ldows 
steadily down through G00 miles of rich 
quartz croppings during an hour and a 
q uarter every day, 
except; Sundays—is 
heavily charged w ith exquisitely tine and 
im palpable gold. N othing precipitates and 
soldifies this gold so readily as contact 
w ith hum an flesh heated by passion.

again and begin to sigh, and his brother 
A ndover J. would ex tract over a dollar and 
a half out of every sigh lie sighed fight 
along.

son’s dog, they stood there sw earing at 
each other all they knew how—and w hat 
they d idn’t know about sw earing they 
couldn't learn from you and me not by a 
good deal—and a t the end of every three 
or four m inutes they had to stop and m ake 
a d iv id en d ; if they d idn’t th eir jaws would 
clog up so th a t they’ couldn’t get th e big 
nine-syllabled ones o ut a t a l l ; and when 
the w ind was done blowing they cleaned 
up ju st a iittie over 81,G00 a piece.

know these facta to be absolutely true, be­ 
cause I got them from a man whose m other 
I knew personally. 
I do uot suppose a

T he disturbance in the B aptist denom i­ 
nation over th e Kxliochs still continues. 
; The factional fight a t tim es assum es the 
character of a sort of religious gnerrillaism . 
The following, from th e Yolo Democrat, 
details th e capture of a denom inational or­ 
gan by th e K alloch clans : 
From th e Evangel of Septem ber 22.1 we 
learn th a t Rev. J. T. Prior has retired from 
th e editorial control of said paper, and 
from all connection w ith it, he h arin g sold 
it to other parties. 
M r. P rior is well 
knowD in th is county, as he resided here 
during the five years before he took charge 
of the Evangel. 
H is m any friends will re­ 
gret the necessity which compelled him to 
dissolve his connection w ith th e B aptist 
organ of th is State. 
W hen he took charge 
of th e Evangel he prom ised our B aptist

all personalities. 
T his promise he kept, as
